THE TAX JUGGLERS. — 

The New York Sun insists on the aboli- 
tion of the tax on whisky and tobacco be- 
cause, in its opinion, such tax “is protec- 
tion of Kentucky interests.”’ The proposi- 
tion that a tax on home production protects 
the producer, is something new under the 
sup, and rather indicates that the great 
luminary’s journalistic namesake has passed 
somewhat under the influence of the moon. 

lf we should leyy atax of 50 or 100 per 
cent on the output of all the other mills and 
factories in the country, the Sun and all the 
other protection organs would sing a differ- 
ent tune, They want the whisky and to- 
bacco tax abolished simply because it isa 
tax’ on luxuries voluntarily paid by per- 
sons who indulge in them, and paid 
to the Government. What they want 
is a tax on the necessities of 
the masses, paid mainly to protected cap- 
italists and monopolies created by tariff law. 


| Therefore the Sun would wipe out the direct 


taxes on such luxuries as whisky and tobac- 
co, and raise all the revenue by a tax on 
blankets, clothing, tools and such necessaries 
as the masses cannot do without and are 
compelled to buy. 

If all the proceeds of this tariff tax were 
paid to the Government, it would be simply 
ataxon home labor and home production 
and would protect nothing. But as the 
greater part of the proceeds goes to the pro- 
tected manufacturer, it is simply a tax on the 
people to support monopolies, a tax on la- 
ber to support capital, under the pretext 
that the protected capitalists will share the 
benefits with the laborers they employ, when 
they are, on the contrary, constantly import- 
ing their labor from the foreign markets 
where they can buy it cheapest. 

All this juggling with words on the sub- 
ject of tariff reform is simply a fight for 
a continuance of the monopolies created for 
certain great combinations of capital by a 
war tariff. Nobody proposes to strike at 
anything else. Free trade isa scare-crow 
set up for campaign purposes by the bloated 
monopolists who, after glutting the market 
with over-production, are now locking out 
their laborers to live through the winter un- 
employed. ‘Tariff reform means simply the 
freedom of labor from the extortion of mon- 
opoly ; it means the real protection of home 
labor and home production by such a tariff 
revision as will equalize burdens and bene- 
fits, and stimulate trade by opening new 
markets abroad for our surplus, instead of 
glutting the home market with “protected” 
goods for which there is no demand.

LEVY DAVID CERF, known as Pere David, who 
for torty years was the bead of the claque at the 
Paris opera, has died. He was born in 1793, on 
the day of the execution of Marie Antoinette, ana 
was present at the baitles of Lutzen and 
Leipzig. He was a St, Helena medallist, and re- 
tired from the Opera on the accession of the pres- 
ent manager.

Researches as to the average 
stay have showed that male patients are cured in 
276, and female patients in 206 days. The treat 
ment varies in length, according to the disease, 
from 287 days to 398 days.

When 
she lived she ranked Eumesia; but now Eu- 
mesia’s supremacy is indisputable; her lone- 
liness also. ow much she feels the latter 
no human being knows, for Eumesia speaks 
little. She has not a near relative in the 
world; she has nota roof of her own, but 
all doors in Monterey are open to her. Meet- 
ing her. one would not think of calling her a 
queen. Ih fact, I doubtif she has ever been 
called a queen except by the Swiss priest of 
the Monterey Parish, who first told me of 
her existence. Whenl asked him if there 
were still living any old Indians who recol- 
lected the founding of the San Carlos mis- 
sion, he said quietly: 

“It is, you know, since then,112 years; 
and there is yet one woman alive who helped 
to build the church, and if she could remem- 
ber she could tell many things; but hearing 
has gone away from her, andshe has now 
come to a childhood again,in which she 
thinksonly of the things when she was a 
child before and of what she shalieat. She 
is like a queen in this oy She is a beggar, 
but when she goes to a do@® of a house and 
says ‘I will come to eat a supper here,’ they 
auswer: ‘Very well. Come!’ and when she 
goes te another house and knocks and says, 
‘l stay all night,’ they answer, ‘it is right. 
There is a bed.’ Sol say she is like a queen 
in the town. You might search for her 
many days and not find her. She is never 
still. She walks, walks, walks, and it couid 
be told in the morning where she will be at 
the night.” 

Finally, we foundfher. We had asked per- 
son after person—every one We met, no one 
had seen her thatday, At last,as we were 
standing hopeless, taiking with a Mexican 
boy about her, a very old Indian passed, 
carrying faggots on his back. Overhearing 
the word “Eumesia,” he halted, saying a few 
words in the Indian tongue. 

“he knows where she is,” exclaimed the 
boy. “He has justseen her. He will show 

ou the way.” 
' He ied > te what is still called ‘““The Gov- 
ernor’s House,” though it has long since 
sunk into such a dilapidated ruin that most 
of its rooms are uninuabitable, and in those 
whith are still in a condition to keep out the 
wind and raih only afew poor Indian fam- 
ilies live. It was, in its time, splendid and 
spacious, extending across one side of a 
square, with dozens rooms opening into each 
other. Ali the brilliant festivity of Moute- 
rey’s palmiest days had a Center there. Span- 
ish Viceroys, miiitary and naval command- 
ers slept, dined, plotted, danced, and made 

ay with its low adobe walls, Many an hour 

‘ather Junipero Serra, with his fervid heart 
full nf sbeorbing plans for the salvation of 
Indian souls, went toand fro in its rooms, 
pleading. arguing, reproaching, and oppos- 
ing, as the case might be, in his complicated 
relations with haughty aud worldiy Spanish 
officiais. 

Now the walls, and even the fireplaces, are 

hastiy with smoke, cobwebs, and soot; the 
Rearths are sunken and full of holes; rusty 
old cook-stoves awry on broken legs, stand 
in the rooms wherea few poverty-stricken 
Indians have huddied for shelter. A bench 
or two, and piles of bedding in corners, on 
the broken floors, are the only furnishings 
how of the Governor's pariors and ante- 

am bers. 

go one of these benches a half-tipsy Indian 
sat listlessly playing on an accordeon; his 
wife sat his side, idie, listless; two 
babies sprawledin the dirt at their feet, 
The man and woman looked at us half stolid- 
ly, half reseutfully, as we asked for “Eume- 
sia.”” Without rising they pointed to a door 
which stood open; she was in the yard be- 
hind the house, they said. If the yard had 
been a dumpiog-ground of refuse for cent- 
vries it could not bave been amore loath- 
some place. Half afraid, we treaded- our 
way toaspot where, on a mound of ashes 
and refuse of every conceivable sort, rum- 
maging it with a_ stick, her face 
bent low, her eyes sharply scanning 
each fragment of rubbage, kneit Eumesia, 
the queen. Her staff and a small pack 
of rags, rolled up in a straw mat, lay 
on the ground. An old gunny-sack was tied 
by twine around her shoulders. Her grizzly- 

ray nair stood outlike a bushen her head. 

ler skin was black, wrinkled, and hung in 
folds and welts on her chin; she could hear 
no voice except at a stentorian pitch; she 
could not stand straight; she crept rather 
than walked; she struggied up to her feet

| with pantings and groans and totterings to 


right and left, involuntarily we stretched 
our hands out to steady her motions; agleam 
of surprise passed over her rayless face;

She said 
she would talk with us in the house, not 
there. Hobbling across the room to a cor- 
ner by the stove, as to an accustomed spot, 
she threw down her pack and staff, and, 
after repeated efforts, with groans and sighs, 
succeeded in sitting down Cross-legged on 
the floor.

After a few moments she recovered herself 
and began to talk; a pitiful tale it was: 
‘No one gave her anything to cover her and 
keep ber warm,” and she iifted up the old 
guuny-bag to show how thin it was. “The 
roads were very bad; she had to journey 
many miles; and she could not see.’”’ 

The only gleam of strong interest she 
showed was in asking who of us were mar- 
ried. There was sumething infinitely touch- 
ing in this survivalin the darkened cham- 
bers of her brain of the recognition of the 
one master-passion of human souls. She 
turned her hail-sightless ¢yes from one to 
another of our party, eyidently seeking to 
assort us in eouples, 

**It is very good to have spouses,” she said, 
with some animation, but instantly fell back 
into her wail. “Noone gives me anything 
to cover me and keep me warm.”’ 

We puta tew bits of money in her hand, 
she clutched it eageriy, and, reaching out 
for her staff, made aii the haste she could to 
get upon her feet, ejaculating, ‘“Tobaceo!’’ 
Tobacco isa keener solace and comfort to 
her than any strong drink; itis the only 
physical sensation of pleasure left in her 
worn-out body. She was impatient to be 
gone, and we did not hinder; but not one of 
us will ever forget her face, the marvel of 
ber century-long endurance of hardsbip and 
poverty, and the stiange unconscious mock- 
ery there was in the good priest’s naming 
her queen.

ANNIHILATION OF ARMIES. 


A Catastrophe That Has Never Yet Be- 
fallen, 

Arehipald Forbes in Fortnightly Review. 
Than “‘annihilation” there is no more fa- 
word with the critics of maneuvers 
~ ts. In a notice of a mimic bat- 
near Portsmouth, ip the ndon ‘Times 
of the day I write these lines, occurs this 
observation: ‘The ne of the fleet wouid 
have annihilated Col. Thomson’s advance on 
the left, along the seashore.” In 


is as a thing 
to 6‘“‘annihilate as y of troops 
as it is to kill a scandal. Ina literal sense 
there is scarcely a record of such a eatas- 
#rophe; if used in a figurative sense to sig- 
nify a loss so great as to put the force suffer- 
ing it hors du combat, there is amazing tes- 
timony to the quantity of “annihilation’ 
troops have accepted without any such 
pless result. Here are four instances 
taken almost at random. The Confederates, 
out oft 68,000 men engaged at Gettysburg, 
lost 18,000, but Meade held his band from in- 
terfering with their orderly retreat, Of 
that battle the climax was the assault of 
Pickett’s division, “the flower of Virginia,” 
against Webb’s front on the left of Ceme- 
tery Hill. Before the heroic Armitage calied 
- the “cold steel’ and carried Gibbon’s 
ttery with a rush, the division had met 
with a yariety of experiences during its mile 
and a halfadvance over the smooth ground 
up to the crest. “When it first came into 
sight it had been plied with solid shot: then 
half way across it haa been vigorously 
shelled, and the double canisters had been 
reserved for its nearer approach, An enfilad- 
ing fire tore through the ranks; the mus- 
ketry blazed forth against it With deadly 
effect.”” Thisis the evidence of an eye wit- 
ness on the opposite side, who adds, “*But it 
came on magnificently,”” Yea, itcameon to 
cold steel and clubbed muskets, and, after a 
desperate struggle, it went back foiled, to 
the accompaniments which had marked its 
advance. But, heavy as were its losses, it 
was not “annihilated.” Pickett’s division 
survived to be onceand again a thorn in the 
Federal side before the tinal day of fate 
came toit at Appomattox Court House. 
At Mars-la-Tour Alvensieben’s two 
infantry divisions, numbering cer- 
tainly not over 18,000 men (for they had al- 
ready lost heavily at the Spicheren Berg) 
sacrificed within a few of 7,000 during the 
long summer hours while they stood unsup- 
ported athwart the course of the French army 
retreating from Metz. But so far were they 
from being annibilated that forty-eight hours 
later they made their presence acutely felt on 
the afternoon of Gravelotte. In the July at- 
tack on Pievna, of tne 28,000 men with whom 
Krudeener and Schahovskov went in, they 
took out under 21,000, 

One regiment of the latter’s command last 
725 killed and 1,200 wounded—about 75 per 
vent of its whole number—yet the Russtan 
retirement was not disorderly, and next day 
the troops were in resolute cohesion await- 
ing what mighé befall them. In the Sep- 
tember attack on Pievna, of 74,000 Russo- 
Roumanian infantry engaged, the losses 
reached 13,000. Skobeleff commanded 18,000 
men, and at the end of his two days’ desper- 
ate fighting not 10,000 of these were left 
standing. ut there was no annihilation, 
either literally or conventionally, if one may 
use the term. ‘The survivors who had fought 
on the 11th and 12th of September were ready 
at the Word t© goin again on the 13th; and 
now they marched across the Balkans later 
is one of the marvels of modern military 
aistory.

public expense in St. Petersburg, Moscow 
and other cities. ‘These children when grown 
up toa suitableage are put to service and 


+may make a generous living. Russia liber- 


ated her slaves not by war, and gave them 
lands. America did neither. I dined with 
the nephew of Prince Doigorouky, Governor- 
Genera! of sMoscow (viceroy), and a liber- 
ated serf or slave was at the table as a 
guest. and made the best dinner speech 
on the occasion. The Russians open afl 
their pleasure grounds beside the public 
parks to the whole people. They never bar 
the gateg and close the doors against the 
“rabvle” as in England and America. In. 
summer the yards are open and the wiudows 
without blinds that the humblest peasants 
may see, and hear the music. On all great 
occasions of a private nature all the poor 
are feasted or otherwise entertained by 
suitable means. In England and America 
even house servants are treated ‘with con- 
tempt, and my own family remonstrated on 
my return because Lsaid good morning, as 
was my habit in RuSsia, tothem. The Rus- 
sian noblemen speak kindly always to their 
inferiors; the Englishmen and Americans 
out of the South rarely ever. The Ruasian 
Empire is large and sparsely populated, so 
that the means of subsistence do not at all 
press upon the increase of pulation. In 
the large cities, as Isaid, no absolute suffer- 
ing for the necessaries of life is possible. 
Now as to prisons. There was at no time 
whilst I was in Russia, so far as I know and 
believe, one equal in its infamy to the Ken- 
tucky Penitentiary. And Gov. Blackburn 
deserves not denunciation, but eternal honor 
for his manhood and philanthropy, against 
the barbarian clamors of the press, for his 
reform. When I wasin St. Petersburg the 
cholera was several times in that city of 
600,000, and there was no more sensation 
than if the measies or whooping-cough pre- 
valled. Every subject of the disease was 
taken at once to wholesome hospitals, well 


attended, and then, when convalescent, re-- 


turned without charge to their homes. The 
streets of St. Petersburg were an hundred 
times cleaner than the streets, alleys and 
back yards of Richmond, They never 
burned down the pest-houses in Russia, as 
they did the other dayin Madison county 
when small-pox prevailed. As to prisons 
aud Siberia, 1 am giad to have an opportuni- 
ty to refute some of the world-wide caium- 
nies of the anti-Russian press. Siberia is 
not so vile acountry as the Freuch penal 
colony of Cayenne, nor the original Austra- 
lia of England. ‘Three Siberiau-born ladies 
married nobles in St. Petersburg: one the 
Prince Suwarrow, the grandson of the 
Priuce Suwarrow of Napoleon’s time; the 
other sisters married well, one an officer in 
the staff of the Emperor. I have heard them 
speak of tne “Father-land” as would a Ger- 
man. And these were the descendants of 
Siberian exiles. Ido not hesitate to say, 
that of ali the people | ever knew the Rus- 
sians are the most genial and hospitabie. It 
is true the ranks in Kussia are very. distinct 
ahd marked; but the humane spirit of Rus- 
sia thaws all coldness, breaks all conven- 
tional barriers and fuses the whole into one 
nutionai feeling as in no other land. ‘That is 
the reason that Russiaus never emigrate. 
) That is the reason of the invincible courage 
of the Russian army. What clumpiators call 
“stolidity” is uushaken and heroic patrioi- 
ism. It could fill a book of similar proof, but 
I hold: 
“Wad out some power the giftie gie us, 
To see oursels as ithers see us!”

THE CAUCUS, 


D. R. Francis Nominated by a Big Vote 
—To-day’s Meeting. 
The.largest caucus ever heid by the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange members fur the nomina- 
tion ot officers was that of yesterday. So 
large and representative was the gathering 
that it was the outspoken opinion of many 
that the vominee of this regular caucus wouid 
be sure of election. The Francis element ob- 
tained the first advantage in the election of 
Col. D. P. Grier as chairman, as the vote on 
this question showed very: plainly the 
strength of the two factions. D. R. Francis 
was put forward for the presidency by Gov. 
E. O. Stanard, and seconded by 
Charles F. Orthwein, who were followed by 
M. McEnnis and Jerome Hill, nominating 
and indorsing frank Gaiennie. The ballot 
taken showed 995 votes cast, of which 606 
were for Francis and 389 for Gaiennie. Mr. 
Francis was declared the nominee of the 
reguiar caucus. For the vice-presidency 
Seth W. Cobb, Capt. John P. Keiser aud 
Charles W. Barstow were putin nomination. 
The vote resulted in 398 for Cobb, 384 for 
Keiser and 318 for Barstow. Cobband Kei- 
ser having received the highest number of 
votes, were declared the nominees. Before 
the nomiaations for the directory were be- 
gun,a communication was read from Presi- 
dent J. C. Ewald, id which he stated that he 
did not wish to allow his name to go 
before the caucus as a candidate 
for director; that there was an unwritt-n 
law of the Exchange whereby the outgoing 
president was ected for two years to the 
directory, but thit he did not wish the 
position, and wished that his name would 
not be voted upou. The caucus, however, 
would not listen to President Ewald’s re- 
quest, and upon a motion by Web M. Sam- 
uel, Mr. Ewald’s name was adopted by ac- 
clamation. This left. four vacancies for the 
Board of Directors, for which were named 
R. S. McCormick, by 169 votes, D. H, Bart- 
tett by 165 votes, W. Chandler by 134 
rotes, and Phil C. Taylor by 116 votes. A 
comtuittee was appointed to select the eom- 
mittees of arbitration and appeals, and also 
to supply ali vacancies that may occur on 
the ticket, alter which the  cau- 
cus adjourned. An opposition caucus 
was held this afternoon in the Exchange 
Hall, for the purpose of nominating Frauk 
Gaiennie for the presidency aud a compiete 
ticket in opposition to the Francis caudi- 
dates. It seems to be understood that 5. W.

In the year 1719 Henry Raine a wealthy 
brewer, and a parishioner of St. George's. 
in-the-Kast, determined to do something 
sound and practical for the parish in which 
his great wealth and prosperity. The imple

words of this fine old gentieman’s will show 
oe spirit that animated his pious inten-

“Whereas it has pleased Almighty God 
from a small beginning to raise me to a plen- 
tiful fortune, and to enable me to assist we 
relations, who, by God’s blessing on-t 
endeavors, no longer need my assistance, I 
think it my duty, in gratitude, to God to 
the precepts of Christian charity, to settle

@ proceeded to do so as follows: First of 
all he erected a pile of buildings, which may 
be seen to this day in Charies street. Old 
Gravel lane, to be used as a free school for 
fifty boys and fifty giris of the Parish of St. 
George’s-in-the-East. Attaclred to the schools 
were residences for the master and mistress. 
Inserted in the facade were models of the 
schuvelboy and schoolgirl of the period, 
in their quaint costumes of the last century, 
and placed in a conspicuous place on the 
building was the founder’s precept, ex- 
pressed in very —— words, “Come in and 
learn your duty to God and Man.’’ He was 
an vid bachelor, and he determined to keep 
unmarried so that he might do what he could 
for his relatives and never hamper the one 
idea of his life. 

But the great idea of Henry Raine, which 
has been perpetuated to this very day, was 
the setting apart of a certain sum for mar- 
riage portions, to be awarded by lot to cer- 
tain of the girls who had attained the age of 
22, and had been previously educated at the 
schools and at the asylum founded by him, 
liaving rendered a girl of St.-George’s- n-the- 
Kast a good scholar anda thrifty young wom- 
an, he was determined, if possibile, to make 
her a valuable wifes, under arrangements by 
which, if fortune favored her when she 
dipped into the lucky bag, she might on her 
wedding day receive the sum of £100; nay, 
more, she might even we pate with her hus- 
band and friends, a wedding baaquet at the 
founder’s expense. Henry Raine wouid 
not allow any of “Raine’s girls’ to 
look further than the parishes of St. 
George’s-in-the-East, St. Paul’s, Shadwell, 
or St. John’s, Wapping, for a husband. If 
she selected a partner elsewhere she was 
doomed tuo forteit her hundred pounds. The 
marriage portion ceremony remains to this 
date whatit was in old Raine’s time, 150 
years ago. Ono May 1, the day appointed for 
the marriage of Raine’s rosiere, the belis of 
St. George’s-in-the-East ring out a merry 
peal. Many of the parishioners and all the 
trustees attend the service, when a special 
sermon is preached by a selected preacner, 
aud the marriage of last year’s lucky ones is 
duly solemnized, Directly after the mar- 
riage service the governors, trustees and 
their friends repair to the old hail i. Raine’s 
school, where the drawing for the marriage 
portion takes place. {It is conducted exactly 
according to @ programine drawn out by the 
founder. 

‘The lottery tickets are sealed up strictly 
according to pious injunction, they are put 
into the very canister that Henry Raine se- 
lected himself, and the ceremonial table, a 
splendid piece of furniture, is Raine’s own 
gift. fiymns are sung. and voluntaries 
played during the drawing of the lots, 
speeches are made both to the successful and 
unsuccessful candidates, and the lucky 
young woman is duly congratulated and 
warned for wedding the next Ist of May. 
The drawing over, the wedding banquet 
takes place, at which the marriage portion 
is handed tothe young woman who had 
been married that very morning. It is 
significant, in connection with this 
wedding banquet, that so rilong 
as 150 years ago the old founder 
almost anticipated the historical appetite of 
the “‘voracious vestryman,”’ for he decreed

the following quatrain is chanted:

A purse of 100 golden sovereigns is then 
handed to the bride, and, after more hymns 
and odes according to the Raine ritual, ‘‘the 
newly-married couple and their friends re- 
tire.’ 

Unfortunately, the full and best intentions 
of old. Henry Raine were never carried out. 
Living and dyiug unmarried, he left ail his 
property to his two nephews, and in his wili 
he strictly enjoined them te invest £4,000 in 
the three per cents in order to give a mar- 
riag@ portion and a wedding breakfast to two 
girls instead of one. His dying request to 
the two nephews who had inherited his plen- 
tiful stock and his trade in brewing is very 
touching. He had no earthly doubt that the 
said William Duffin and William Wilson 
would fulfill his dying request. ‘‘If,’’ said 
he, *‘my nephews had seen, as I have, six 
poor innocent maids come trembling to draw 
the prize, and the fortunate maid that got it 
burst out in tears with excess of joy, they 
would readily perform the same.” Atas! 
for the faith of this excellent uncle. The 
nephews undutifully winked at his senti- 
ment, and satisfied their conscience in some 
otherway. Anyhow, the £4,000 were never 
invested, and so St. George’s-in-the-East can 
only send out one endowed maiden inw the 
world every year instead of two.

Bombay More Crowded Than London, 
From a London Letter to the Manchester Examiner. 


One of the resuits of the Indian census, 
the various returns of which are now being 
collated, is to show that Loimbay, the second 
city in the British Empire, is more crowded 
than London itself. The density of popula- 
tion in London in the most densely peopled 
parts is less than the density of twelve most 
crowded sections of Bombay, with a popula- 
tion of nearly 430,000 people. These sections 
have an average population of 458.57 persons 

er acre. In Bombay the average of pupu- 
ation is about 52 per acre; in London, 49. 
The extreme in London rises to 222 per acre, 
whereas in Bombay it rises to 759. The 
Bopulation of the sections in which the 
crowding is double that of the most crowded 
divisions of London is equal to more than 37 
per cent of the total population, bat the 
area of these sections 1s only 3% per cent of 
the island. In other words, 37 per cent of 
the population are crowded on 3% per cent 
of the surface of the land.

NO AMERICAN COMMERCE, 


Not a Domestic Vessel Carrying Grain 
During an Entire Year, 
From the New York World. - 

During the year 1883 not one American 
vessel ~ Brow! from the great i of New 
York for Europe laden with grain, the 
principal article of export from the nited 
States. During the year there were exported 
from New York jn 491 vessels, 21,545,000 
bushes of wheat, 25,225,608 bushels of corn, 
5,052,043 bushels of rye and 147,400 bushels of 
oats, a total of 51,970,051 bushels. A low 
estimate makes the total amount of freight 
money paid for the transportation of oe 
grain at least $4,000,000. Yet not one dolla 
of this was received by American ehjp-own- 
ers, Year by year the amount grain 
shipped to Europe_in American vessels has 
been growing less. It is twenty months since 
one of our bottoms, filled with grain, cleared 
to kurope. In 1880, a year of great activity 


- Jn ocean freights and when every convenient 


vessel Was pressed into seryice, the number 
of American vessels laden with grain clear- 
ing for Europe was only twenty-nine, — 

\ hat is true of the port of New York is 
likewise true of other export cities. From 
Philadeiphia during the past year there has 
been shipped in the native steamers of the 
American line a considerable quantity of 
grain, but the enterprise has proved unprof- 
jtabie, and it is announced that the steamers 
ave to be withdrawn, And what is true of 
grain is also true of other articles of export. 
The foreign vessels are doing the great buik 
of the carrying trade. Such vessels as still 
float the flag of our country are either en- 
gaged in the coasting trade, of which the 
tariff laws give them an exclusive monopoly, 
or if in the foreign trade are engaged in car- 
rying cargoes to the East and West Ludies. 

‘The outiook is certainly very dismal and 
humiliating for the American vessel,”’ said 
an old New York ship-owner yesterday.‘ The 
record of the past year ought to set our leg- 
islators at Washington to prompt actlon on 
the subject of the revival of our merchant 
marine, and I hope that the House Commit- 
mittee on American Commerce, of which 
Gen, Slocum of Brooklyn is chairman, will 
do something else besides taking testimony 
and talking.” 

Capt. H. 8. Viying, Chief Inspector of the 
National Board of Marine Underwriters by 
lis statistics showed that of the 491 grain 
vessels Which clearea last year, 337 were 
steamers. Jn 1880 2,000 vessels cleared, 1,235 
of which were steamers. The sailing vessei 
is fast green be thing of the past. Steain- 
ergare everywhere driving sailing Vessels 
irom any trade in which they 
may enter. Speed has become an indis- 
penusable consideration in ali modern busi- 
ness transactions. Besides steam vessels 
are regarded as safer, and the premium of 
insurance On theif cargoes is generaily less. 

The year just closed has been one of al- 
most unparaileled stagnation In the shipping 
trade, so far as the grain trade is concerned. 
A bout 50,000,000 less bushels of grain were 
shipped in 1583 than In 1580, when the ex- 
orts from this port amounted to 107,000,000 

ushels, and 2,415 more vessels Were engaced 
in the grain carrying trade in 1880 thanin 
1883. 

Under these circumstances there has, of 
course, been a = stagnation in ocean 
freights, anda decided depression in the 
rates. LTherates per bushel Of grain on 
Monday by steam were 1d to Liverpool, 
34ed to London, 24d to Giasgow and 3d to 
Hull, On Decemver 1, 1880, the rate was 
7% to Liverpool; on December 30, 1880, the 
rates were 6d and 6% to Liverpool, 7% to 
Giasgow, On Deceuber 29, 1882, the rates 
were as follows: To Liverpool, 6%d; to 
London, 74d and 8d; to Glasgow, 8d; to 
Hull, 744d 

About 00 percent of all our exports of 
- last year was carriedin British ves- 
sels.

ONE OF THURMAN’S METHODS. 


How the Old Ohio Senator Used a Roll- 
Call to Pass His Pacific Railroad BilL 
Washington Letter in the New York Evening Pott. 


The publication of this correspondence has 
recalled a curious circumstance in connection 
with the passage of the Thurman sinking 
fund act, andit may explain in some meas~- 
ure why the Gould-Huntington lobby was 
defeated. It will be remembered that the 
efforts of Gouldand Huntington were Ccon- 
centrated upon the Senate. Stanley Mat 
thews had charge of the bill, and was oen- 
thusiastilealy supported on the Democratic 
side by Voorhees and Ben Hiil. Gould and 
Huntington were here in person. Gould 
had chosen to dismiss fora time bis “pat- 
liamentary agents,”’ and had himself under- 
taken the task of calling personally upon 
Senators and endeavoring to convince them 
by the ingenious and plausible arguments of 
which he is master to support the amend- 
ments which would practically aullify the 
Thurman bill. 

The agents of Gould and Huntington sat 
in the marble room of the Senate, to which 
under the rules of that body they could have 
had access only by the intruduction of some 
Senators. They were confident of forty 
votes to defeat the bill. Senator Thurman 
expected to pass the bill by midnight. There 
were indications of an attempt at filibuster- 
ing by its opponents and many amendmenis 
had been offered. Mr. Thurman was seen to 
have upon his desk a roil-call of the Senate. 
lie rose, stated that he understood the oppo- 
nents of his bill were confident of victory , 
that he had, in fact, then upon his desk a 
roli-call of the Senate, with the names 
checked upon it of the Seuvators who, he was 
well advised, were relied upon by the agents 
of Gould and Huntington to vote nay. Lhere 
was intense interestin the chamber. Ar. 
Thurman did not read that roll-cali or tell 
where he gotit. He simply said that as the 
voting upon the amendments proceeded he 
should wateh it with great interest, to see 
how well it tallied with the list with which 
he had been furnished. 

There certainly was consternation in the 
ranks of the jiobby. The voting began. The 
forty promised votes upon that tally sheet 
dwindled to eighteen. The bill was passed. 
Thurman put his mysterious roll-cail into 
his pocket. Gould took the train for New 
York and it is said has never been in Wash- 
ington since. The Thurman bill went to the 
House, defied the combinations of the rail- 
road lobby and was passed by a two-thirds 
vole.
